Having  first  duly  sworn  an  oath  as  on  attached  sheet  and  in 
aooordenco  r.ith  the  procedure  followed  In  ray  country  I  hereby  depose 
as  follov/s. 

I.  Hisatada,  make  oath  and  say  as  follows: 

1.  I,  Hisatada,  served  in  the  Homo  Mnlstry  the  longest  of  all 

the  government  off  ices,  v?hlch  I  held.  In  January,  193®»  I  wos  appoint; 
ed  Vice-Wnister  of  Welfare  to  assist  Marquis  KIDO,  ■vjho  was  oppointed 
the  first  Mnlstcr  of  Wolfero.  In  January,  1939  when  the 
Cabinet  was  formed,  I  was  appointed  Ilnlster  of  Welfare,  from  which 
post  I  reslgn.;d  in  August,  tho  came  year  when  the  HIR/J^UMi  Cabinet 
resigned  en  bloc.  In  January,  I940,  I  assumed  the  post  of  Chief 
of  tho  Legislation  Bureau  in  the  Cabinet,  from  which  I  ro- 

sigiiyd  in  July,  the  same  year.  I  then  bocamo  a  member  of  the  House 
of  Peers  and  in  July,  1944.1  I  was  again  appointed  Ifinister  of  Welfare, 
this  time  under  tho  KOISO  Cabinet.  In  February,  I945,  I  wes  appointed 
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Mnlstor  of  State  ond  concurrently  Chief  Secretary  to  the  some 
Ci'Mncit,  from  which  posts,  however,  I  resigned  the  same  month.  In 
August,  1945*  I  *33  appointed  Mayor  of  Tokyo  Metropolis,  from  iThich 
post  I  resigned  in  January,  1946.  I  am  not  connected  with  any 
Govornnent  office  now. 

2.  I  hove  been  on  very  intimate  terms  with  Marquis  KIDO  since  1937  when 
he  was  ministry  of  Welfore  and  I  assisted  his  as  Vice-Minister. 

In  addition  to  ny  officiol  relotlons  with  the  Marquis,  I  called  on 
him  at  his  home  on  countless  occasions. 

Since  1937  I  havo  considered  myself  os  one  of  the  closest  to  Marquis 
KIDO  of  oil  Government  officials,  and  I  believe  the  converse  is  also 
true.  This  accounts  for  the  fact  that  he  expressed  his  views  and 
comments  to  mo  quite  freely  on  political  questions  and  tyrannical 
ways  of  the  gumbatsu  or  militorists  on  occosions  too  many  to  be 
enumorcted. 

3.  I  know  from  Marquis  KIDO's  officiol  statements  while  we  were  both 

in  the  Cabinet  and  from  my  conversations  with  him  on  other 

•  occesions  that  ho  consistently  acted  os  on  unswerving  devotee  of 

peace  during  his  tenure  of  office  as  o  Minister  of  State  and  as  Lord 
Keeper  of  the  Privy  Seal. 

4.  At  the  timo  Marquis  KIDO  wos  Minister  of  Welfare  and  I  was  Vice- 
Wnister,  the  iccr^  was  planning  to  operote  the  newly-created  Ministry 
of  Welfare  according  to  iis  own  ideas,  but  Marquis  KIDO  rojectod  the 
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interference  and  ran  the  Ministry  with  public  welfare  os  its  §C£il. 

The  result  v/as  thet  a  section  of  the  Jjemy  attacked  the  Welfare 
Ministry.  For  instance,  I  recall  that  Surgeon  Lieutenant-General 
KDIZLiM,  then  Chief  of  the  I-bdical  Service  Bureau  in  the  War  Ministry, 
wrote  an  article  wJaich  was  published  in  the  GHOO.il.&HiXiyO.EiII.fO,  27 
September  193?  scathingly  denouncing  the  Welfare  I.Snistry  under  the 
captioni  •'.Thsther  goes  the  K0S2I  MiRU  (v/oiforo  Ministry)?  The 

soulless  i^wRU . •  (The  Welfare  Mnistry  was  compered 

by  the  writer  to  a  steamer  without  0  rudder).  i.s  Vico-?<lnistor  of 
Welfare,  then,  I  knew  fully  that  ktorquis  KIDO  paid  no  attention  to 
such  attacks  on  the  V.’clfare  Ministry. 

5.  ’Then  »fcrquis  ’riDO  asrumod  the  portfolio  of  Homo  Affairs  under  the 
HIILJiUIju  Cabinet,  he  told  mo  ho  was  very  mveh  worried  about  the 
question  os  to  whether  the  draft  bill  pertaining  to  the  municipal 
corporation  system  which  his  predecessor  Admiral  oUySTSU3U  decided 
and  Vililch  he  took  over  from  the  Admiral  should  bo  introduced  in  the 
ordinary  session  of  the  Diet  of  1939 .  Welfare  Minister  of  the  same 
Cabinet  as  I  was,  I  was  frequently  consulted  by  the  Marquis  about 
the  question.  At  length  the  Jfcrquis  decided  not  to  introduce  the 
bill  in  question  to  the  Diet.  Cne  of  the  major  reasons  for  Marquis 
KIDO '3  decision  not  to  introduce  the  said  bill  in  the  Dief  was  that 
the  bill  was  intended  to  reduce  and  rcstict  the  pov/ers  of  the 
municipal  assemblies  and  increase  the  power  of  mayors  and  others,

discernod  his  antipathy  to  the  Army's  attitude  after  tho  Itenchurian  '  " 

incident  through  my  conversations  with  him.  Kbrquis  KHX)  was  not  j 

on  specially  friendly  terms  with  any  of  the  gumbatsu  or  militarists.  *; 

Jj3  Load  raopor  of  the  Privy  Soal,  naturally  it  Y/as  part  of  his  duties 
to  confer  T;ith  all  officials  in  high  places,  but  I  know  he  never 
transferred  hie  allegiance  from  to  TOJO,  jjq  xtbb  a  friend  to 

KONOY2,  but  his  association  with  TOJO  ygs  purely  formalistic. 

Furthermore  tho  fact  is  that  he  was  conscientious  in  his  Y7ork  in  the 

various  governmental' positions  hold  by  him.  This  must  not  be  mis¬ 
taken  to  moon  that  he  mode  his  office  more  Important  that  it  should 
have  been, 

9.  I  om  fully  acquainted  that  Ifcrquis  KIDO  put  forth  extraordinary 
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efforts  to  bring  the  Pacific  var  to  a  close  ns  Lord  Keeper  of  the 
privy  Soiil.  For  insieace,  ho  played  a  loading  role  in  the  formation 
of  a  Cabinet,  heedei  ty  Admiral  SU?,UKI,  icantoi-o,  and  advocate  of  peace 


Again,  I,  nr/solf,  actod  as  liaison  roan  bettroon  ALmijal  Navy 

f£».ninter  and  loading  paat’o  advocate  in  tns  CaRAi-et,  and  Marquis 

XTfO,  Lord  Keeper  of  the  Pri/y  Seal,  I  heard  Adoiral  1'01l/J  aoy  that 
I'hiouis  ICIDO  TO.8  chiefly  rospen^ibJo  for  the  toi'mination  of  hostilities 
and  restoration  of  pan -3  nnd  also  hoard  from  various  aourcos  that 
Pi’incc  KOMOYZ  also  rondo  siinilnr  etetonont.
